those living at some distance from the 
mines who are not familiar with the 
hardships, the hazards *nd the obnox­ 
ious gases which the 
miner must 
breathe in while employed underneath 
-the ground, are eating, so to speak, 
this false and pernicious doctrine and 
denouncing the miner for the increase 
in the cost of coal and the exorbitant 
and unjust demands which they 
are 
making. 
But the miner is not responsible for 
the increased cost. 
There is no class 
of labor today getting 
less than 
the 
miner. Carpenters are getting around 
here $1 per hour, bricklayers, masons 
and plumbers exact the same figure. 
Paper hangers and painters

from 80 cents to $1 per hour and the 
miners or laborer 
in the mines gets 
the enormous wage of $4.20 per day of 
eight hours.
